OUT ON STRIKE 


Eighteen Men at Two New- 


ark Plants Hold Out For 
New Scale Adopted l?y 
Union. 


Eighteen men. engineers and firemen, 
employed at the American' Bottle com- 
pany and the Newark Ice and Cold 
Storage company, are still out on strike 
as a, result of the failure of these com- 
panies to grant the increases in wages 
which went Into effect on April 14. 
J. 3. Smith, of the Cleveland district 
of the International Union of Steam 
and Operating Engineers is in the city, 
negotiating for the members of the 
union. ' • 


In a statement made today Smith 
said that 18 men were out. 12 firemen 
and engineers at the American Bottle 
company "and three firemen and three 
engineers at the Newark Ice and Cold 
Storage plant. 
When Superintendent Jesse Warthen 
was asked concerning the situation at 
the American Bottle company, he stat- 
ed that the plant was still operating. 


Smith stated the increase asked was 
a flat rate of. 50 cents an hour for fire- 
men .-60 cent* for operating engineers: 
nntl 70 cents' for chief engineers, and 
that the manufacturers of the city were 
not if iced by letter of the rate increase. 
According to Smith all the plants In 
the city complied with the increase ex- 
cepting the American Hottle company 
the Newark Ice and Cold Storage com- 
pany and the union is still negotiating 
with the A. H. Hcisey comjmny. bur an 
amicable adjustment is expected there. 


Smith stated that the city was or- 
ganized with lietwcen 32 awl 9S l»cr 
cent of the men. members of the union. 
"The manufactures have been en- 


deavoring to secure help outside of tiic 
city."

The letter speaks for itself and the Post 
believes, for a majority of the men \\ho 
foucht the war: 


"Pear Sir: 1 attended the meeting; at 


Boston which you recently addressed in 
rppot-ition to the League of Nations. 
The full case was not presented at that 
meeting. Sailors and soldiers who at- 
tempted to speak were denied the op- 
portunity. 


"A mere soldier, one among four mil- 


lions, could not challenge u 
United 


Stiies Senator: but as one so fortunate 
as to have been on the firing ".ine when 
it u<is a. question of life or death of our 
nation. I ask permission to present at 
your meetings the case for the men who 
were willing- to make and who did make 
the supreme sacrifice for a better world. 


"The American soldier fought with no 


selfish or sordid aim. He believed that 
something mightily worth while would 
follow which would make peace more 
secure. 
He knew little of the details 


of a League of Nations: but from his 
everyday life he could see the necessity 
of organization. He now believes that 
it is the business of a constructive 
statesman to say what that organization 
should be. and not merely to oppose 
the' one suggested.
